_ Councillors will review decision on charges next week 

Business and residents 


seek parking U-turn 


BUSINESSES have called on 
Cherwell District Council to 
make a U-turn over 
controversial parking charges 
as it is set to look again at the 
issue. 

On Tuesday, councillors will 


look at their decision to 
introduce evening fees and 
charging for blue badge holders. 

The move comes only weeks 
after the council said it would 
not review its parking policy 
until the autumn. 


But it has bowed to pressure 
from angry residents and 
businesses who claim their 
trade has suffered. 

In a report, the council 
admitted “lessons had been 
learned” in introducing the 
fees. 

In future, major changes in 
the district would have better 
warning signs and there would 
be a longer grace period for 
people who unwittingly failed 
to buy a ticket. 

It also emerged its own 
website and the Ring-Go 
system, for people paying by 
telephone, did not have the 
correct information. 

And 7,000 blue badge 
holders were only written to 
toward the end of April - weeks 
after charging had started. 

The report also said income 
from Banbury’s car parks was 
what it had expected, but 
Bicester was “below” budget, 
since the changes were 
introduced in April. 

Local businesses claim their 
trade has been affected and are 
fighting back with a petition 
calling for the evening and 
blue badge charges to be 
scrapped. 

Organiser Dorothee Cape, 
owner of restaurant and bar 
Veritas, in North Bar Street, 
said her restaurant had been 
weathering the recession, but 
from April noticed a downturn 
in trade. 

She said: “It’s like 
tumbleweed town with the 
parking in our place. 

“It used to be difficult to get 
a space, now it’s easy. 

“I want to see them make a 
complete U-turn 

“Restaurants and bars in 
this area have seen their trade 
decimated.”

She wants to see free 
parking across the district so 
businesses can compete with 
neighbouring councils in West 
Oxfordshire and South 
Northants. 

Mohammad Khalid, owner 
of restaurant Sheesh Mahal, 
in South Bar Street, said: “My 
trade has slipped by well over 
35 per cent and they are just 
strangling us. I don’t know 
where to turn.” 

Les Sibley, leader of 
CherweH’s Labour Group, 
which opposed the new 
charges, said: “This parking 
policy has been a complete 
farce from start to finish. 

“The council should be 
trying to encourage people 
into our town centres, not 
driving them out.” 

Kieron Mallon, leader of 
Banbury Town Council, who is 
also chairman of the scrutiny 
committee reviewing the fees, 
said he hoped a compromise 
could be reached between the 
council getting its income and 
parking fees not affecting both 
town’s traders and economy. 

George Reynolds, Cherwell’s 
deputy leader, said: “Cherwell 
District Council recognises 
that there are strong feelings 
on the subject of car parking 
charges and we will be 
conducting a thorough review 
at the meeting next week. 



“But we need to remember 
that the council faces tough 
financial challenges ahead and 
if it is not parking that helps to 
generate revenue then it will 
mean service reductions 
elsewhere.” 


• Traders in Bicester have also 
launched a petition against the 
new parking fees and hundreds 
of people have already signed it. 
The review takes place in public 
at Bodicote House, Bodicote, at 
6.30pm on Tuesday.

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Banbury man dons stockings, suspenders and a wig 

Beating cancer 
‘ain’t no drag’

MALCOLM Potter hopes he may have 
beaten prostate cancer, and now he’s 
doing what he can to make sure other 
men survive the ‘silent killer’ - by 
donning suspenders, stockings and 
lipstick! 

A year ago, Mr Potter, 63, from 
Banbury, felt he was living under a 
death sentence. Diagnosed with cancer 
of the prostate, the retired logistics 
customer services manager said: “It 
was the Big C. I thought I was a goner.” 

The prostate is an organ forming 
part of the male reproductive system 
and is located immediately below the 
bladder and just in front of the bowel - 
Mr Potter underwent surgery to have 
his prostate and some of his lymph 
glands removed. 

He said “Up until that point I didn’t 
even really know where my prostate 
was, or what it did. Then it looked like 
it might kill me.” 

He continued: “I was told thirty per 
cent of prostate cancer cases are 
diagnosed too late, and it kills 
thousands of men every year. All I 
could do was hope they got mine in 
time.” 

Blood tests since his surgery have 
been encouraging. 

He explained: “I have had two tests 
since the surgery, which have been 
negative for cancer. I have another in 
August and then six monthly until 
August 2013 and if they remain 
negative, that’s it - cancer free. All I 
can do is hope.” 

Whilst undergoing treatment, Mr 
Potter heard about The Drag Race. 

He said: “The first Drag Race took 
place last year in Hackney, East 
London on Prostate Cancer Awareness 
Day, June 19. 

“The idea is that men race 10.2km to 
mark the fact that 10,200 men die from 
prostate cancer every year in the UK. 
They also do this dressed as women - 
in drag - to raise money and literally 
drag the issue of prostate cancer into 
the limelight. I knew I wanted to do it 
immediately.” 


Despite being weak and still feeling 
poorly, Mr Potter completed the course 
and a year on, fitter and more hopeful, 
he has just completed his second Drag 
Race. 

“This year’s race took place at 
Highbury Fields in north London on a 
rainy June 18, but it was well 
supported,” he said. 

“My partner Sue Cox (61) did me up 
as a rather fetching lady again and I 
was thrilled when John Goust and Jan 
Turner, who run my local boozer, The 
Three Pigeons in Southam Road, 
offered to organise the sponsorship for 
me. 

“Once more I did it with a horde of 
men, both young and old. And I think 
it’s a fabulous way to raise awareness 
of prostate cancer -1 intend to do this 
every year for as long as my body puts 
up with it.” 

Prostate cancer kills almost as many 
men each year as breast cancer kills 
women. 

Mr Potter continued: “Most guys 
haven’t a clue what their prostate does, 
or even where it is, let alone have 
themselves checked for signs of cancer. 

“But I suppose what most men do 
know about the prostate is that it’s 
somewhere inside your rear end and 
that examining it needs a rubber glove 
- so maybe it’s easier just not to think 
about it. 

“But ‘not thinking about it’ kills 
more than 10,000 fathers, grandfathers 
and brothers each year. 

“I’m proud to be part of the Drag 
Race because it is making men take 
notice of this potentially silent killer. 
And thanks to the pub we also raised 
£300 for the prostate awareness 
campaign, and that’s great news. 

“Now I want to be one of those who 
prove you can beat prostate cancer 
too.”

Changes to bin 
collections 

BIN collection days across the 
Cherwell district are set to change 
this month in a move aimed at 
saving the council thousands of 
pounds. 

Collection rounds will be re¬ 
routed from Monday, July 25, and 
Cherwell District Council has said 
the changes will make them more 
efficient, as well as saving £10,000 in 
fuel costs. 

Around 40 per cent of homes in 
the district will be affected, and 
leaflets will be distributed to those 
homes, notifying people about the 
changes. A reminder sticker will 
also be put on bins. 

James Macnamara, Cherwell’s 
lead member for environment, said: 
“Like all local authorities, Cherwell 
periodically carries out a review to 
ensure that collections are made as 
efficiently as possible.” 

The changes will only affect the 
day of collection, but the type of 
bin and week of collection will 
remain the same.

THEBloxham 
Village Fire Engine 
is back ‘home’ 
outside Bloxham 
Village Museum - as 
long as rain isn’t 
forecast - after being 
repainted. The 
Banbury Cake takes 
a look at the history 
of the Bloxham 
engine. 

In 1708, the British 
government passed 
the Parish Pump 
Act, a law that ordered every 
parish to keep a water pump 
for use in extinguishing fires. 
Bloxham acquired its fire 
engine from Newsham and 
Ragg in London in 1749. 
Richard Newsham’s parish 
fire pump was the first truly 
effective fire engine, and could 
race to a blaze and squirt 400 
litres of water per minute at 
flames over 40 metres away. 

A regular fire brigade was 
formed in 1876, with men 
trained to operate the pump 
and hose. 

By 1891, it was decided to 
alter the method of 
transportation to horse drawn. 
A collection of £30 was raised 
and the Feoffees (Bloxham’s 
charity) gave another £5. Of 
the village tradesmen, John 
Edward Ellis was chosen to do 
the work. He completely 


altered the fire engine. The 
rear axle was obtained from 
the local firm of Joseph and 
Samuel Mason’s Axle-tree 
factory of Deddington, who 
were sole patentees to nearly 
every crowned head in Europe 
including Queen Victoria’s 
Coronation Coach. The 
original colour of a fire engine 
was down to individual choice, 
but was often dictated by the 
insurance company. The 
familiar red did not become 
standard until late 19th 
century. 

Bloxham’s engine was 
either all dark blue or dark 
blue with light terracotta red, 
and this has been reflected in 
the recent repainting. The 1749 
parts are the blue panels and 
the lighter pinkish red and the 
1892 parts are painted a 
slightly darker, brighter red.

“SHE will be able to live a 
normal life and stay at 
home with her children. 
I’m ecstatic. This is why I 
did it.” 

Those are the words of 
Diane Wincott who is now 
out of hospital after 
donating a kidney to her 
daughter, Jasmine Parker, 
effectively giving her the 
gift of life. 

Mother-of-two Miss 
Parker, 21, suffered renal 
failure for the second time 
six months ago after a 
fraught pregnancy. Her 
baby daughter, Lexi, was 
born 13 weeks prematurely 
and weighed just 21b 6oz. 

Since then Miss Parker 
had been on dialysis three 
times a week at the 
Churchill Hospital. 

But last week Miss 
Parker went under the 
knife for her second 
kidney transplant and is 
now back at her home in 
Banbury where both 
mother and daughter are 
recovering well. 

Miss Parker, of Fairway, 
discovered her kidneys 
were fading five years ago, 


during a routine 
pregnancy scan for her 
first baby, son, Leo. 

She had a kidney 
transplant just weeks 
before her 18th birthday, 
but just seven months later 
there were complications 
and the kidney showed 
signs of being rejected. 

Now her mother has 
given her the best chance 
of having a normal life 
with her young family. 

Mother-of-four Mrs 
Wincott, 47, said: “It went 
absolutely wonderfully. 

The kidney is working in 
Jasmine and the doctors 
are pleased as punch. I feel 
brilliant.” 

Miss Parker, who had 
the transplant at Oxford’s 
Churchill Hospital, said 
her mum had given her 
her life back. She said: “I 
feel absolutely marvellous. 
I have got loads of energy 
and I’m not tired all the 
time anymore. She’s the 
best, best, best mum in the 
world.” 

Previously Miss Parker’s 
partner Adam Kay, Lexi’s 
dad, had been looking after 
the children while she 
went back and forth to 
hospital.

One in Seven Brits Hires Domestic Help 



Prince William and Kate Middleton may have put their plans to 
recruit servants on hold, but hiring domestic help appears to have 
withstood the test of the economic downturn for much of the UK 
as six million (12 per cent) Britons admit to paying for cleaners, 
gardeners, handymen and other forms of domestic help*.

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County ‘among worst for hitting key targets’ 


Waiting-time woes 


for local hospitals 


OXFORDSHIRE hospitals - 
including the Horton at 
Banbury - have been named 
among the worst for hitting 
a key waiting-time target 
after 360 people were left 
waiting too long for 
treatment. 

Newly released figures 
show that the Oxford 
Radcliffe Hospitals NHS 
Trust, which runs the 
Horton, along with other 
hospitals in Oxford, ranks 
157th out of 190 NHS 
providers for leaving 
patients waiting more than 
18 weeks for treatment. 

Some 2,780 met the 
expected standard, 90 per 
cent of patients seen in 18 
weeks in April, but 360 
waited longer. 

Labour introduced the 
target as a minimum 
guarantee of NHS waiting 
times, covering initial 
referral by a GP to final 
treatment. 

It was scrapped as an 
official target by the

coalition Government, but 
Prime Minister David 
Cameron pledged patients 
would be seen “within the 
limit” and trusts would be 
expected to meet it. 

Hospital bosses, however, 
claimed waiting times had 
since improved. 

In April last year, 75 per 
cent of patients were seen 
within the time frame, 
leaving some 591 waiting too 
long. 

Paul Brennan, director of 
clinical services, said bosses 
had been focussed on 
clearing a backlog of 
patients to get down waits. 

He said: “Performance 
against the 18-week 
standard for patients who 
are ‘admitted’, has improved 
considerably since last 
year.” 

This was 88 per cent in 


May and 90 per cent is 
expected for June, he said. 

But in a board meeting 
earlier this month Mr 
Brennan admitted more 
work still needed to be done 


in getting patients to their 
first appointment and tests. 

He said: “For the trust to 
sustain the 18-week target, 
much more work has to be 
put into reducing delays in 



the diagnostic and 
outpatient settings, to allow 
increased scheduling time 
through the inpatient 
resources, beds and 
theatres.” 

The trust said it has 
increased the number of 
operating sessions to reduce 
queues. 

Department of Health 
spokesman Charles 
Whitney said: “Waiting 
times go up and they go 
down. But this data shows 
that waiting times remain 
broadly stable. 

“On average, admitted 
patients waited 7.7 weeks 
for treatment in April 2011, 
compared to eight weeks in 
April 2010. For outpatients 
it is just 3.7 weeks, 
compared to 4.3 weeks in 
April 2010. 

“Waiting times are only 
one part of high-quality 
patient care. We also want 
the NHS to focus on the 
actual results it delivers for 
patients.”

Police appeal for witnesses to early morning blaze 

Arson suspected 
in school farm fire

ARSONISTS are thought to be 
behind a fire at an Oxfordshire 
school farm which caused tens 
of thousands of pounds damage. 

Eight fire crews from across 
the country were called to 
Warriner School, Bloxham, in 
the early hours of Tuesday. 

A barn was completely 
destroyed along with 1,200 straw 
bales. An antique threshing 
machine has also been damaged. 

Police have said people were 
seen near the site just before the 
fire, and they are treating the 
incident as arson. 

Farm manager Chris 
Holloway was called out at 
1.30am and had been on-site all 
morning helping to clear debris. 

He said: “A lady who lives on 
the estate opposite called the fire 
service and a colleague who is a 
friend of hers. 

“They both arrived at about 
lam, and she called me. 

“There is tens of thousands of 
pounds of damage. The 
insurance assessor will come 
out once the fire service has 
finished.” 

He said hundreds of pupils 
would not be able to use the 
farm until the end of the week 
at the earliest. 

Mr Holloway said: “We 
immediately had to close so the 
school pupils do not have access 
to the farm. 


Fire crews remained at the scene of the blaze all day 


“The initial reaction from kids 
and parents was concern for the 
animals. I was able to tell them 
everything was ok and it was 
just material things damaged. 

“It just leaves a bad taste in 
your mouth.” 

The 120-acre farm is the 
biggest school farm in the 
country and is run as a working 
farm with support from 
Warriner pupils. 

Mr Holloway said the farm 
was home to animals including 
cattle, horses, sheep, pigs, goats, 
chickens and geese, and was 
used by students aged 11 to 16 
from Warriner. 

It is also used by up to 4,000 
pupils from primary schools in 
North Oxfordshire. 

At its height 30 firefighters, 
from Banbury, Bicester, Hook 


Norton, Deddington, Chipping 
Norton and specialist 
appliances from Woodstock, 
Wheatley and Eynsham, 
worked to bring the blaze under 
control as it threatened to 
spread to neighbouring sheds. 

Crews were still at the site on 
Tuesday afternoon, damping 
down the area to stop the fire 
from re-starting. 

Police spokesman Chris 
Kearney said: “We are 
appealing for witnesses. 

“We are treating this as 
arson. We would urge anyone 
with any information to come 
forward.”

CHOCOLATE retailer Thorntons has revealed it is 
to close up to 180 stores across the UK. 

Bosses have declined to reveal whether the 
company’s nine stand-alone stores and concessions 
in the county will be among those to shut their 
doors in the next three years. 

Up to 120 outlets will close as leases run out, 
while the firm will also consider the future of an 
additional 60 shops over the same period. The plan 
will leave Thorntons with around 180-200 
company-owned stores, although in the majority of 
locations it hopes franchisees will open outlets. 

The closure of the stores could put between 750 
and 1,125 jobs at risk, but the new chief executive, 
Jonathan Hart, said the company would try to find 
staff alternative roles wherever possible.

IF A film-maker ever warranted 
the term auteur, meaning an 
artist of rare imagination who 
exercises complete control over 
their creative visions, it’s the 
mercurial Terrence Malick. 

Over almost four decades, the 
Illinois-born film-maker has 
directed just five films, which 
have all been nominated for or 
won cinema’s glittering prizes 
including the Palme d’Or at 
Cannes and the Golden Bear 
from Berlin. 

Unlike so many of his 
contemporaries, Malick doesn’t 
feel any pressure to court 
adulation. He hasn’t given an 
official media interview since 
the release of his startling 1973 
debut Badlands and there was a 
20-year gap between his second 
film Days of Heaven and the 1998 
drama The Thin Red Line. 

If his 2005 historical drama 
The New World starring Colin 
Farrell fell short of lofty 
expectations, his latest ode to 
human experience is a visually 


and aurally arresting triumph. 

Threaded with soothing 
sequences of the natural world, 
The Tree of Life is a film of long, 
haunting silences and apparent 
inactivity that glimpses 
fragments of Earth’s turbulent 
history. 

A kaleidoscope of images 
explores the savagery and 
fragility of our world, from 
breathing footage of an erupting 
volcano to a dinosaur nervously 
walking around a forest. 

For the first time, Malick 
employs digital effects to 
imagine the formation of the 
universe and the appearance of 
single-celled life forms in the 
Proterozoic period. 

A meteor strike sends ripples 
across the surface of the planet, 
segueing into a child escaping 
from a submerged room, a 
metaphor for the birth of baby 
Jack in the 1950s Midwest. 

The camera follows Jack 
(Hunter McCracken) and his 


brothers RL (Laramie Eppler) 
and Steve (Tye Sheridan) as they 
suffer at the hands of their 
authoritarian father, Mr O’Brien 
(Brad Pitt). 

The boys naturally gravitate 
towards the compassionate and 
giving Mrs O’Brien (Jessica 
Chastain). Meanwhile, in the 
present day, architect Jack (Sean 
Penn) feels disconnected from 
the jungle of cold, metallic 
skyscrapers that are now his 
home. 

The Tree of Life is 
unmistakably the work of 
Malick, eschewing a 
conventional narrative to 
conjure stunning images that 
linger in the memory. Pitt chews 
on and spits out his traditional 
nice guy image to portray a 
disciplinarian who practices 
tough love, while McCracken, 
Eppler and Sheridan, 
newcomers from Texas with no 
acting experience, light up the 
screen.

Saved from the scrapyard

STANDING in a locomotive shed 
at Porthmadog, in North Wales, 
the North Oxfordshire village of 
Hook Norton seems a world 
away, writes William Crossley. 

But resting on the narrow- 
gauge rails in the shed is the 
carefully restored chassis of a 
105-year-old steam locomotive, 
which owes its survival to the 
Second World War and 
Oxfordshire’s iron ore reserves. 

In another shed, a boiler waits 
to be reunited with the chassis, 
while the locomotive’s water 
tanks sit in a wagon outside, 
awaiting repairs and a coat of 
paint before being refitted. 

This is Russell, the last 
surviving engine of the North 
Wales Narrow Gauge Railway 
and its successor, the Welsh 
Highland Railway. Neither was a 
commercial success and by 1937, 
the WHR was closed down and 
its rolling stock left to rust. 

Much of the WHR’s 
equipment was cut up for scrap 
during the war, but Russell 
found a new role hauling iron 
ore on the Brymbo Ironworks 
quarry railway at Hook Norton. 

After a post-war career at clay 
pits in Dorset, Russell was 
bought by railway enthusiasts 
for the scrap price of £70 in 1955. 

A decade later, the engine 
passed to a group formed to 
rebuild the Welsh Highland 
Railway, but lack of funds for 
restoration meant Russell would 
not steam again until 1986. 

Russell was retired in 2005 for 
an overhaul, which it is hoped to 
complete this year, to mark the 


50th anniversary of what is 
today known as the Welsh 
Highland Heritage Railway. 

WHHR spokesman Chris 
Deardean said: “Russell has had 
an amazing run of good luck. 
Had the war not been on, and 
locomotives needed, it would 
probably have been cut up. 

“After the railway at Hook 
Norton closed, it was again 
potential scrap, but went to 
Dorset, where Fayles Tramway 
needed a new locomotive and 
even regauged its line to 
accommodate Russell. It was 
then saved by accident in 1955, 
when the Birmingham 
Locomotive Club was 
negotiating to buy another 
engine and was offered Russell 
as well.” 

He added: “Although Russell 
was worked hard at times, there 


is much more of the original 
locomotive left than on other 
engines of similar vintage 

The frames are original and 
lots of the parts of the motion as 
well, with the Hunslet Engine 
Company’s works number for 
Russell - 901 - stamped on 
them.”
